The increase in the receipts is generally 
noticeable in Land Revenue, Customs and 
Abkari Departments.

The Jungle is being cut down and 
no fresh growth is visible; so, efforts should 
bo made to put affairs in this Department 
on a better footing.

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ADMINISTRATION REPORT OF THE SIROHl STATE FOR THE YEAR 
1912-13, COMMENGING WITH 1ST NOVEMBER 1912 
AND ENDING WITH 3IST OCTOBER 1913. 


General. 

1. Tlie Sirohi terriiory, as has been already deseribed, lies between 

and 25'-17'" north latitude and 72'-l6" atid 73'-10'’ 
GexmAL east longitude, with an approximate area of 1,964 Sq. miles. 

The population, according to the last Census of March 1911 
is 1,89,127 souls. It is bounded on the North-East, North and West by 
Marwar; on the East by Mewar, Idar and Danta; on the South and South- 
West by Ealanpur. 

2. The country is moatl}' covered by bills and mountains, chief among 
which is the well-known Mount Abu; next in size to Abu are the Arawali 
hills; it is watered by the Banas and other small rivers, W'bich run dry 
within three months of the closing of the Monsoons. The land in the valleys 
is, for the most part, fertile. The pre-sent revenues of the State exceed Six 
Lacs of Itupees and the Tribute payable to the British Governnicnt is P.s. 
6881-4-0. 

3. The present ruler of the State isHis Highne.ss Maharaja Dhiraj Maharao 
Sir Kaisri Singbji Bahadur G. C. I. E., K. C. S. I, aged 56 years. Tha 
heir-apparent is Maharaj Kumar Sarap Singbji, aged 26 years. Tljcy belong 
to the Avell-known and historical Chowhan Rajputs of tho Deora branch. 

4. Mnlmrnj Kumar Sarup Singbji continued for the whole year to 
conduct tho busine.ss of tho State under the designation of Musahib-I-Ala. 

5. Mr, Sadashivram continued for lire whole year under report, as 
Secretary to Musahib-I-Ala. 

6. Quazi Nyazali continued as Sirobi State Vakil, attached to tho 
Residency, Western Kajputana States, throughout tho year. 

7. Lt. Col. C; J- Windliam, Resident, Western Rajputana States, paid 
a privatd visit to Sirohi on the 28th April 1913 and left for Abu on the 
30th. Ho again visited Sirohi on the 19th August leaving for Jodhpur on 
iho 20th. Me paid a Hying visit en-route to Abu on the 6th October 1910. 

8. Major J.'W. Grant, I; M. S. Residency Surgeon came to Sirohi 
on the 30th December 1912 and left for Palri on the 2nd J.anuary 1915 
While in Sirohi, ho inspected the Sirohi Crosthwaite Hospital. 

9. !Mr. I'f. Keane, Settlement Oflicer, Sirohi and Tonk States came to 
Sirohi from Aburoad on the I3tl> February 1913 and left on the l7th for 
Palri. He went in some of tho Khooni Tehsil villages and returned to Sirohi 
on the 21st, leaving for Abu on the 23rd Idem. He again risited Slrchi on 
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the 5th July and returned to Abu on the tilth. Duiioif his stay in Sirohi, 
lie discussed, with the Darbar, questions in connection with the ' Setlleraent 
operations, 

10. The fifth Ammunition Column, . Itoyal Field Artillery, halted at 
Sirohi on its way to Nasirabad on the 7th December 1912 and left for 
Palri oil tlxe 9lb. 

11. Maharaj Kumar Sahib Sarup Singbji, Musabib-i-Ala, accompanied 
by bis Secretary, Mr. Saclashivratn, went to Jodhpur on Official business 
with the Resident Western Kajputana States, on the 31st October 1912 
and returned on the 4th November. 

12. Maharaj Kumar Sahib Sarup Siughji went to Bombay on. tlie 22nd 
November 1912 and returned on the 1st December. 

13. His Highness Maharaja Dhiraj Mahurao Sahib Bahadur, accompanied 
by Mr. Sadashivram, Scereary to Musuhib-l-.-Vla, the State Vakil aud his 
Private Secretary, left Pindwara on the lOtii August 19 13 for Ajmere to 
confer with Sir Elliot Colvin, the Agent to tlinGovurnor-Geueral, Raj()Utana, 
on State matters. He returned to Sirohi on tlie 16th.

Notable events. 

14. The Second marriage of Maharaj Kumar Sahib Sarup Singhji was 
arranged to take place at Ratlam with the sister of the present Raja Sahib of 
Ratlam. After the usual rejoicings at Sirohi, the marriage jiarty, consistinir ot 
aboutSOO men, left Pindwara by Special- train on the llth July 1913 The Party 
Was very cordially received on tne Ratlam Station by the Raja Sahib in person, 
accompanied by bis Sirdars and Officials. The marriage passed off very satis- 
factorily and with much eclat throughout the city. The Maharaj Kumar 
Sahib returned with his bride to Sirohi on the 20th July, where they were 
received by the population of Sirohi with loud acclamations, great delight 
and fervent wishes for their welfare.

Revenue. 

15. The total estimated demand of Land Revenue 'of the whole State, 
for the year under report, was Rs. 2,16,490/ with an outstanding of Rs, 
150/- of the last year. The amount actually collected during the year uuder 
repoit was Ks. 2,16,450/-, leaving no outstanding for collection during 
next year. 

1C. The amount collected this year, when compared with that collected 
Inst year, showed an increase of Rs, 54,101/-,

25. The total cos^t of the Police and the Statu Militia, put together 
amounted to Rs. 73,:529-10-4 as compared with Us. 70,698-8-9 last year, 

20. So large a force and occaesionally even a larger force, is rendered 
necessary owing to the turbulent attitude of the Jngirdar.s and aboriginn) 
tribes on both sides of the hordcr,hctween Sirohi, on the one side, and Mewar, 
Idar and Duita, on the other, who are al ways on the look-out for mischief, 

27. The working of the Police is given in Appendices V and VI, 

These will show that .rile number of offences reported was 828 against 924 
last jear, showing a decrease of 96; the jiersons implicated and brought to 
trial being 1294 against 1G13 last year; of thesuj 752 Ware arrested by Police, 
100 were arrested under warrant, 160 appeared on Summons, 132 put in 
a voluntary appearance and 51 were arrested in the presence of the 
Magistrates. 

28. Out of the 1294 persons brought to trial, 658 were convicted, 539 

were acquitted or discharged, 12 died or e.scapod, leaving S5 awaiting trial 
at the end of the year. 

29. The total value of property* reported to be stolen nias-Ila 31.372—1-0 
I gainst Rs. 39,133-7-G last year. Out of this, property worth Ks. 6,370/- 



was actually recovered; the uuiount of compensation awarded to eoniplninants 
from the recovery of fines was Rs. 1,51G/-; and for property valued at Rs. 
18, 620-1 0-^f claims were laid against the bordering States of Marwar and 
Palanpur^^^ 

60. 'll! fairness Rs. 1,516/-, the amount of the compensation awarded 
plus Rs. 18,620-10-9, for which, claims were laid on the bordering States, 
ouo’ht to be added to the sum of Rs 6.379/-- mentioned above as the amount 
of property actually recovered. This brings the total to Rs. 26, 515-10-9 
against Rs. 22,642/- last year, thus making the percentage of property traced 
to that lost stand at 84'5. 


31. Thus on the whole the work of the Police was very satisfactory. 

32. No change was made in the dLstribiition of the State districts, or 
in the number and powers of the various Courts, 

33. The Sessions Court tried in all 11 cases with 28 accused, of whom, 

... 6 were cinvieted, and 12 acquitted 1 died durino trial and

9 remained pending trial at tlie close or the year. 

34. The working of the Appellate Courts is given in Appeiicii.v IX. 

35. There were 10 appeals, in the Judicial Offcer’s Court, against tho 
decisions of the several Tehsils, 3 of these were rejected, in 1 the decision 
was confirmed, in 1 modified, in 4 reversed and in 1 the proceedings werequashod. 

36. 26 appeals were filed in tho Musahib-I-Ala's Court against the 
decision of the Judicial Olficer, which together with the 13 pending from tho 
last year, made a total of 39. Of these, 1 was rejected, in 14, the decisions 
were confirmed, in 9 reversed, 1 was sent oack for lurther inquiry; leaving 
14 appeals pending at the end of the year. 

37 There were in all 4 further appeals in the Mehkamn Khas. In 2 
the decisions were confirmed, in 1 reversed, leaving 1 npfieal undisposed of 
at the end of the year. 

38. At the end of the last year, there were in all 171 suits pending 

in the several Courts, 2586 new suits were filed during the 
Civil Justick year, of the total value of Rs. 1.63,860/ making a total 
of 2757 suits, as compared with 851 suits of the total value 
of lls 66, 539/-last year. 

39. Out of these, 2194 of the total value of Rs 1,31,082/- were 
disposed of during the year, leaving a balance of 5G3. 

40. The unusually largo number of Civil Suits instituted was owing to 
tho fact that since tho introduction of the Limitation Rules in the State, 
the final date of instituting old suits, was, for one reason of another, 
prolonged-more especially owing to a succession of bud years. As the final 
date of instituting such proceedings was drawing to a close, people were 
flocking in to file them. 

41. Appendix X shows that tlio several Civil, Courts were prompt in 
deciding this unusuallj' largo number of s»iits, although their time, owing to 
Settlement Operations, was very limited. 
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4*i. In the Munsiff's Court, tliero were 11 appeals pending from hv't 
yeat, 37 new ajjpeals were filed, making a total of 48. Of these 41 wore 
decided, leaving a balance of 7. 

43. In the Musahib-i-Ala'a Court, 17 njjpeals were pending at the end 
of last year, 35 were filed during the y'^ar, bringing the total to 52. Of these, 
35 were disposed of, leaving a balance of 17. 

44. In Mehkma Khas, 1 appeal was pending from last year, 13 were 
fill'd during the year, making a total of 14, Of these 13 were decided, leaving 
a balance of 1. 

45. The usual statements of original Suits and Appeals arc attached as 
A})pcndices X and XII, 

4G. There were in all, G1 applications for exeontion of decrees pending at, 
the close of last year; 140 were filed during the year, bringing the total to 
201. Out of these, 158 were disposed of. leaving a balance of 43 pending at 
the close of the year. The usual statement is attached as Appendix Xl. 

47. The rules regarding the extradition of criminals with Marwar and 
the States under the Bombay Presidency, did not wrrk so well as before. A 
number of cases are pending in the Criminal Courts of this State, in which 
Marwar and Palanpur States have been finding excuses to put off extraditing 
criminals. 

48. During the year under report, 3 accused were surrendered by Sirohi 
to Marwar and 1 to Palanpur. 

49. 1 accused was surrendered to Sirohi by Jeyporo. 

50. 1 accused was surrendered to Sirohi by the Kaihvay Police at 
Batlam. 

51. Three accused were surrendered to Sirohi by Marwar after a lengthy 
correspondence lasting for more than 4 years. 

52. The Sirohi-Marwar Joint Court held its sittings in January and 
February 1913, when all the 21 cases pending were decided as follows:—

53. The State Jail is situated in the capital town of Sirohi. In the 

several Tehsils. there are look-ups, where prisoners sentenced 
to very short terms are confined. 

51. In the Central Jail at Sirohi^ (here wore 93 convicts at tl;e viul 
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of tlie last yeai: 129 \voro admitted during the year, making a total of 222 
against 275 last year. Of these, 2 died and 129 were discharged on the expiry 
of their sentence, leaving a balance of 90 at the close of the year. 

55. The total cost of the Jail, including the cost of the establishment, 
amounted to Rs 4G68/- against Its. 4G69/- last year. 

5G. The several lock-ups in the Tehsils cost a sum of E,s, oOl/- for 
the maintenance of the prisoners confined therein. 

57. In the small factory attachfd to the Central Jail, cloth for the 
dress of the convicts and Durries for the use of the State were manufactured. 

58 The small garden attachea to the Jail was worked by tbo convicts 
and supplied fresh vegetable to them. 

59. The usual statement of the working of the Jail is appended as 
Appendi.x XIII. 

60. There is a small lithographic Press in the outer compound of the 

Jail. It is worked by the convicts and turns out good work, 
riirss All State Circulars and most of the forms are printed 

at the Press. 

61. The usual statements of Registration Fees are appended as Appendices 
RKGISTRA.TI 02 T XIV and XV. 

62. There are no regularly constituted Municipalities in this State, though 

necessary conservancy arrangements exist at Aburoad and 
MUNICIPALITIES Sheoganj. The present cost of the arrangements exceeds 
the income. 

63. The State paid its contributiou of Ks. S. 000/- towards the Abu 
[Municipality. 

64. The statement of Municipalites is attached as Appendix XVI. 

65. In all GO cases of Kliolabab, Xapurbab, Sagpanbab and Hukumnam- 
alis were decided by the Musahib-I-Ala during the year against 84 last year. 


Production and Distribution. 

66. The usual statement of rainfall at Sirohi and Sheoganj is appended

10.3. Deducting the amount paid for debts and the amount of Rs. 
87,020-8-6 expended for Settlement operation3/-both of these items being temp- 
orary and special -tho actual expenditure of the State was less than -at- lacs 
of rupees. It is hoped, therefore, that when the Seitlememt operations are 
closed, there will be a clear saving of a lac and a half of rui)ees every year 
in tho State Treasury. These savings may bo useful to the State to meet 
famine years. 
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104. I need scarcely say anything upon the financial administrstion of 
the State during the j'ear under report, as the preceding paragraphs bear 
an eloquent testimony to the economical working of the administration. 

Debt. 

105. The outstanding liabilities of the State at the close of the last year, 
aa shown in para 11.5 of the last report, was Rs. 2,81,045.-11*' 11. To this may 
he added the sum of Rs. 4. 481-13-2 for interest, bringing the total to Rs. 
2,85,527-9-1. 

106. As shown in para 101 supra, the State had paid Rs. 1,04,190-6-10 
towards the liquidation of its debt, thus the actual liabilities of the State at 
the close of the year stood at Rs. 1,81,329-2-3. 

107. It must be remembered however that out of this Rs, 1,81,328-2-3, 
the sum of Rs. 34,012-7-10 is for the Government loan. The rest is either 
borrowed from the Charitable Institutions for sinking wells and irrigation 
purposes, or from the State banker.

Medical Relief. 

108. The usual statement showing the medical 'relief granted at the two 
dispensaries- of SiroLi and Sheoganj- is attached as Appendix XXIII. 

109. It shows that the total number of patients treated in both the dis- 
pensaries was 1370S against 15576 last year. 

110. As remarked in para 118 of the last report, two Sub Assistant 
Surgeons, duly qualified and selected by the S ate, have been in charge 
of the two dispensaries. They appeared to have worked well. 

111. The total cost of both the dispensaries amounted to Rs. 4067-2-3 
against Rs. 3,287-13~7 last year. 

112. Besides the two dispensaries, there was a Sub Asstt. Surgeon at 
the Palace dispensary. The total cost of this dispensary was Rs, 2510-9-0 

113. The State spent a further sum or Rs. 539/- for th© maintonanca 
of the "Vaccinators. 

114. Thus the total cost of the Medical Department to the State was Rs. 
7,116—11—3. 

115. The information about births and deaths in the State is embodied 
in Appendix XXIV. 

116. There was no plague case or any other epidemic in the whole 
State during the year under report.

Education. 

117. The school in Sirohi was ia charge of Dayaram Jhi, who, however 
resigned his post towards the close of the year. 

118 The total number of students on the Register at the end of the 
year was 40 with an average attendance of 39. 2. The total cost of the 
institution amounted to Rs. 1288-15-3 

119. The scholarships, granted to boys for prosecuting their studios, 
amounted to Rs. 384/- 


IX. 

Settlement operations. 

120. M. Reane. Esqre. I. C. S., the Settlement Officer, has been pleased 
to send in an ad-interim report on the working of his staff The report is 
copied verbatim and attached herewith. 

121. The patience, which he has exercised in the difficnlt and arduous 
task with the several Jagirdars, conservative in their nature and with the 
cultivators, ignorant as ihey are. is really iwaise worthy. 


X. 

Miscellaneous. 

122. The Government Postal and Telegaph service in the State remained 
unaltered and worked without friction. 

123. There is no mint in the State, the British currency 
being in circulation. 

124. The State is much indebted to the Hon'ble Sir Eliott Colvin, 
K. C. S. 1., the Agent to the Governor-General, in Rajptana, and to Lt. Col. 
C. J. Windham, the Resident, Western Rujputana States, for their valnablo 
advice and assistance given by them from time to time. 

125. His Highness the Maharaja Dhiraj Maharao Sahib Bahadoor, with 
his thorough knowledge and practical experience of State afiairs continued 
to give his valuable advice and help and this aided in the successful abministra- 
tion of the State and the general happy result achieved.

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Annual Report on the Settlement Operations in the Sirohi 
State for the year ending 3Ist October 1913. 


During the year ur.der report the boundaries of 17 villages of Abu, 3 
of Mandar and 23 of Kalandri Tehsils were traversed. Two 
TnATERSE Sdkvey. Khoras in Barlut Tehsil and two in Sirohi which had been 
included in main villages last year were seperately traversed 
and demarcated. Of 227 villages traversed last year 31 failed and had to be 
retraversed during the year. The main villages in Pamora Tehsil are 75 but 
last year 7 Kheras which really form part of main Jagir villages were shown 
as seperate villages & therefore the total of the Tehsil was 82 instead «if 75. 
Similarly excluding the Kheras the main villages in Mandar, are only 58 and 
not 70, as shown last year. 

It will be found from ibe statement A (appended) that exclusive of 24 
villages of the Bhakhar, there are now .altogether 428 villages ( including 
known Kheras) in the State, The number is, of course, subject to an extent 
to which Kheras may de proved and established by the boundary decisions 
and seperated from the main villages in which they are at present included. 

With the exception of the Bhakhar, all the villages of the State have 
now been surveyed. The Bhakhar consists of ranges of intricate hills stretching 
away to Mewar and the so-called villages are sentterred patches of cultivation 
occupied by primitive-half independent Grnssia folk. A detailed and complete 
Revenue Survey of these wild and barren hills would be a useless expense 
but it was proposed to traverse the outer boundaries and mark on the sheets 
tbo positions of cultivated blocks and hamlets. The Grassia^, however, nor, 
only refused to render help in the Survey operations but they were even 
prepared to resist the Surveyors and coolies, who might be brought in from 
outside. The matter was not one that was worth pressing and the Darbar 
contented itself with exacting an agreement from the Grnssia Ivfukhia to pay 
for Varsali cultivation a plough rate of Rs, 3/- per plough from the Kharift 
of Sahimat 1970, instead of Rs. 1/6 and in Unbali (liabi) a sevenih share 
'instead of the ninth, that they had been paying ever since Sammat 1924 
.(or 1867 A. D), 

The total number of villages surveyed during the year comas to 154 
as against 223 of the previous year; 4 villages ol Mandar 
CARASTKAi. suKVEV. and 6 of Pamcra completed last year were resurveyed ns 
mistakes -were found in the work. Twt> villages of Slniidar 
Tehsil, Hnrin and Rohuwa and one village (Mandwara) of Kalandri Tehsil could 
not bo finished daring the year owing to the obstacles thrown in the way 
of the work by the Jagirdars. 

The total area surveyed is 5, 23, 077 acres or 817. 3 Spunre miles ns 
against 5, 66, 240 acres or 884, 82 Square miles of the past year, 70, 754 
acres or 110 54 Square miles of Santpur were surveyed during 1910-11. 



Under the grain rent system there is less fixity in field bounJaries and 
tlie custom of temporary cultivation coupled with the wide 
MAi> coKr.ECTlox extent of culturable fallow entails an enormous mass of 
•/XI) ATi’ESTATiox. difficult and tedious map correction. It was found in many 
big villages surveyed last year that owing to the timely 
rainfall of this year following on a year of comparative drought much new 
land was broken tor the Versali crop and consequently the map correction to 
be done by the attestation Munsarims was unusually lieav'y and necessitated 
the employment of a large staff on pay, somewhat higher than is usually 
allowed to them. 

Attestation in the Jagir Paragnas of the State i.s attended with the 
most extraordinary difficulties. Many priviledges and lights have grown up 
in every village which are of the most doubtful authority. Jagirdars are 
vomequttutly nervous of inquiries i'rom which they do not expect to gain 
much and by which they sometimes risk losing a good deal. Tliey arc 
consequently chary of giving information and much of the information they 
give is open to suspicion. This would not be of such importance if the 
tenants could be relied on to check mistakes and correct extravagant claims. 
But here the tenants are very backward. As there is but small competi- 
tion for land, they have never been driven to consider their 
own position or to assort any definite claims. Iheir tenure of 
land is of the vaguest kind. A good tenant is safe from disturbance not 
because of any right to occupancy but because he is tno ■valuable to lose. 
When a cadet member of a family is assigned a maintenance in land, ho 
is often assigned at the same time certain tenants and menial families by 
name to go with the land. The same thing was done wlien wells were given 
revenue-free by the State. The people tlius nominated were in no sense serfs. 

Tlie nomination was made fer two reasons^ first because it was recognised 
that the tenants were an essential part of the v.alue of the gift and secondly 
because the grantor wished to circumscribe the freedom of the grantee in 
competing subseqviently for tenants. If the grantee now introduces a tenant 
other than a nominated tenant, he must pay the btate revenue at once < n 
the theory that he has enticed away a tenant who would otherwise ' be 
available for cultivating revenue paying land. I adduce these instances to 
show the competition that exists for tenants, and in the face of such 
c-rmpetition it is not surprising that they have not troubled mucli to define 
their rights. So when it comes to attestation, the majority of the tenantiy 
are wholly apathetic and support vaguely what the Jagirdar’s agerit asserts. 

Attestation was started in the Sirohi circle by the middle of November 
and tho villages of Pindwara, Sirohi, Posalia. Barloot were completed by 
the end of July 1913. 

In the Abu Road Circle, however, in some villages of Mandar and 
Kalandri Tehsils the Jagirdar.s proved so troublesome that the work was 
very^ seriously delayed both in Survey and Attestatiou and could not be 
completed before the close of the year.

The inquiry was completed in 221 Muafi cases of Posnlia Tehsil and 
rpcommendati'ms were made thereon by the Settlement 

MUAFI CASKS 

Preliminary Muafi enquiry w.as also made in nmst of tho villages in 
Rohera, Pamera and Mandar Tehsils. 

The bulk of the case work remains to be disposed of during the ensuing 
year as the attestation work of tho villages surveyed during tho year was 
only with much difficulty finished by the end of tho year. 

In this State the boundaries of villages have never been regularly settl- 
ed and demarcated and it frequently happens that, at the 
nouKDARY CASES, beginning of tho rains tlwro are violeiit quarrels between 
tho Jagiidnrs and even the ctuhivators of two adjoining 
villages, often ending in bloodshed. The Settlement and dcmaication of 
tlieso complicated boundaries are thereforonn important part of the programme 
of work here. During tho year the number of such cases decided was 132. 
Looking to tho dilhcultit-s ono has lo face in fixing boundary lines over large 
disputed areas (mostly iti Jagir villages) and tho time that each boundary 
dispute takes, the results obtained arc satisfactory.

Of the 37 ousts in Posuliti (Khuni) 6 wore decided by Panciies (arbi- 
trators) appointed by the parties and one by the State Courts (Mehkama Khas). 

In addition to these 21 boundaries in poaalia (Khuni) 6 in Barlut (Jhorn) 
and 3 in Rohcra were examined according to the old decisions of the State 
and new pillars were set up where they bad disappeared. A. very old important 
dispute about the boundary of Wasra (a Thaknrla Jagir village in Santpur) 
with its adjoining Khalsa villages ot Kharan, Mawal and Awnl wa's among 
those decided.. 

With a view to secure permanence of the boundaries Trijunotion pillars 
of a special pattern were prepared and set up in most of. the villages of 
Pindwara, Posalia and Barlut Tehsils. Similar pillurs will be set up in the 
remaining villages throughout the State during the coming year. 

A list of boundary cases settled is attached ( marked C ) An attempt 

„ w TV made daring the year to give out land on cash rents 

N villages near the Railway line selected last year, 

SAi T p RGA A. some cultivators from outside settled some years back. 

578 bighas of wet land and 2, 415 bighas of dry land at an atuiual 
rental of Rs. 2,018/- and Rs. 1,805/- respectively were given at Settlement, 
rates for a period of 15 years. 

The people here ( i. e, the Grassias, Bhils and other inhabitants) have 
so far shown little inclination to accept cash rents and the majority of the 
present patta-holders are outsiders. 

To meet the programme ot the year under report ( i. e. to complete the 
Survey of villages left out last year and to attest nearly 
THR buhget. all the villages of the State ) the Budget allotment was 
99,706/- At the dost of the year there were saving amount- 
ing to Ils. 20,342/-, The main reason of the savings was that a full staff of 
attestation niunsarims conld not be employed at once and this also resulted 
in savinos under the head of oflico. As, liowever, tiie experidituro of the 
Land Revenue staff amounting to Ks. 4,432/- not provided for, was met 
from the Settlement Budget at the desire of the Darb.ir, the net savings 
arc Rs. 15,910/- only. 

I wish to repeat here what I have made clear in ))revioas reports that 
if it had not been for the personal interest taken by His Highness in iho 
work and the effect of Ids example on all others, I do not believe that in 
the face of the man}’- unexpected diflloulties of different kinds tliat arose, the 
Survey & Attestation ciuld have been brought to any satisfactory completion.
